which the district faces due to the continued cost of operation 
and the loss of revenue by the removal of property from the tax 
roles—most recently over a quarter million dollars by BARTD 
alone. 

The 50 cent tax increase will be used for the purpose of 
maintaining the quality educational program the community has 
enjoyed for the past several years. 

Albany schools’ program has been unique and such special 
services offered is as follows: speech correction, remedial read- 
ing, elementary library, elementary summer school session, and 
modern instructional facilities at the high school. 

The key to an effective education program has been the 
competence of the teaching staff. While the Albany salary 
schedule is good, it nonetheiess is the lowest salary schedule of 
neighboring schoo} districts, If the Albany School District is to 
continue to attract and hold competent teachers and other per- 
sonnel, salaries must be competitive. 

If Albany is to provide its boys and girls with a modern 
up-to-date education, its program, facilities and equipment must 
be on a par with neighboring districts. 

The Albany Board ef Educaion is continuing with every 
possible vigor the matter of seeking revenue for property in 
the district not on the tax role, but in the final analysis the 
district must look to its own resources if it is to maintain the 
program necessary for its children and youth. 

The 50 cent tax increase on the ballot calls for an increase 
in the scheduled limit from $3.45 to $3.95 for a five-year period 
beginning July 1, 1966. It is estimated that on a home assessed 
at three thousand dollars this will cost 15 dollars per year, or 
one dollar and twenty-five cents ($1.25) per month.

Supervisor Kent Pursel has 
announced that, effective July 1, 
the county will pay increased 
rates for care of children in fos- 
ter homes. 

Children, six and under, now 
being paid for at the rate of $75 
per month, will increase to $87 
per month; seven-12, now $75, in- 
crease to $89; boys 12-17, now 
$80, increase to $103; girls, 12-17, 
now $80, increase to $102. 

Pursel notea there are 135 chil- 
dren awaiting placement in fos- 
ter homes. They are now at 
Juvenile Hall facilities, normal- 
ly a place for delinquents, but 
the place they must remain be- 
fore placement.
